Electric Waves. 


COPEXHAGT5N, March 30.—A Dan- 


ish Inventor, Vladimir Poulsen, is per- 
fecting a new wireless telegraph sys- 
tem, which is based on "singing" elec- 
tric waves. 
These, he says, have in- 


exhaustible power, and will carry ths 
energy around the world. Tt Is thus 
a great improvement on the spurk 
te-.legraph system, which loses energy 
over long distances. 


On this side Poulsen has erected a 


station five miles from Copenhagen. 
This Installation and the Americ.au 
one, will be completed in a few weeks, 
when he expects to commence regular 
wireless 
communication across 
the 


Atlantic. 


Poulsen began experiments with his 
system over a distance of forty miles. 
This he increased to 190, then to 380, 
and then to 780 miles, with success 
every time. Now. he declares, he has 
communicated satisfactorily ovor a dis- 
tance even greater than that between 
Denmark and the United States.

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Oakland's Metropolitan Future.* 


The consensus of opinion among the older business men of 


'Oakland and the new-comers which have established themselves 
in Oakland within the past twelvemonth is that nothing can pre- 
vent the city's metropolitan development. It was growing at a 


^ rapid rate before the calamity which overtook San Francisco last 
April.

No member of any one colony 


knew the members of any other colony, 
and were only connected with the gen- 
eral organization through the commis- 
sioner of his colony or district. 
If, 


therefore, any member should turn 
traitor he could do but little harm. 


The skill with which the T. C. I. O. 


was organized rendered it practically 
secure agalnat the unfaithfulness of its 
members. 
The triumvirate issued to 


each colony a charter, also a warrant 
to each commissioner, and Instructions 
for their guidance.

NON-ENFORCEMENT 
OF 


RAILROAD RATE LAW 


Complaints 
Made Against Inactivity 


of ffre Interstate Commerce 


Commission. 


•WASHINGTON, March 
30.—Nine 


months have elapsed since the rate 
bill passed Congress and became an 
effective law. 
Despite the greatly in- 


creased powers granted to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission by that 
legislation, not a single proceeding 
has 
been 
institutetd 
or 
a 
ruling 


made under its provisions. 
Severe 


and 
widespread 
criticism has been 
heard as to the apparent indifference 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. 


It has been intimated to the Presi- 
dent, and in fact many persons be- 
lieve, that the drastic State legisla- 
tion either attempted or effective in 
various States for control of the rail- 
roads was due to the fact that a be- 
lief exists that the law is either in- 
effective or that the commission has 
not the capacity or the energy to en- 
force it. 


HARLAN'S STATEMENT. 


"I am afraid," said Commissioner 
Harlan, "that some of the State leg- 
islatures have been just a little hasty 
In assuming that the law was a dead 
letter, Ineffective or would not be en- 
forced. 
The fact is that it Is a 


mighty big proposition. 
It has taken 


us months to classify it and prepare 
to enforce its provisions. We have 
been in -jommunication with 
traffic 
managers, auditors, accountants, dis- 
bursing officers and all kinds of rail- 
way officials in the work of system- 
atizing the future operations of the 
law. . 


"Had we Jumped In hastily and un- 


dertaken a hlt-or-miss enforcement. 


our construction 
might have been 


faulty and our bureaus defective in ca- 
pacity for proper regulation. 


"I think that when our friends out 


there in the States finally realize—as 
they must now In a very short time— 
that we have not beeil idle, they will 
probably be willing to withdraw some 


j of their own plans. 
I think that when 


we do set the machinery In motion they 
will realize that we have a comprehen- 
sive grasp on the situation and are ablo 
to control It."

Jamestown on the 26th inst.

Sidelight* on the Graft 


Investigation and the 
Persons Involved in It. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 30.—Heney's good dogs, as the 


Supervisors are called in the new Tenderloin, have' possibilities 
before them now grander than they ever dreamed of or the pub- 
lic seems to apprehend. They can impeach the Mayor, remove 
him from office and elect Jim" Gallagher his successor. 


Then the city would, indeed, be theirs. Stranger things have 


happened. There is talk of this very tiling happening. It would 
be a case of good dogs doing as they are told. 


It would be an affecting and inspiring sight to witness for a 


gang of self-confessed and indicted boodlers to remove Schmitz 
on the ground of wilful neglect of duty. Yet such a spectacle 
is among the possibilities of the near future. 


I have been informed (conMentally of course) that Schmitz 


has been given to understand that all will be forgotten and for- 
given if he will consent to his removal from office on a charge of 
general negligence. On the other hand Burns declares he has 
the real dope on the Mayor. If so, none of it has oozed out of 
the leaks from the Grand Jury room to the various newspapers 
allied to the graft crusade. 


The Board of Penitents, as the Chronicle calls them, may as 


an act of expiation, revoke the franchises they were bribed to 
grant. It would be worth big money to somebody for them to do 
so. It would be worth equally big money to others for them to 
• 


refrain from doing so. But why expatiate on such glorious op- 
portunities when a good dog has got to do as he is told? 


The United Railroads is capitalized for $80,000,000. The 


relocation of the trolley franchise recently obtained by fraud 
and bribery would mean'a loss of many millions, and would cause 
the stock and bonds to go tumbling down like turnips down a 
cellar chute. 


The man who knows whether the franchise will or will not be 


declared forfeit is in a position to make a fortune at a stroke. 
The man in a position to say whether they shall or shall not be 
revoked is in a position to make a still greater fortune. 


According to Burns and Heney the Home Telephone people 


spent nearly half a million in getting the franchise. They would 
spend a good deal more not to have it revoked. 


The Pacific States people spent money like water to keep 


the Home Company out. They would give a king's ransom to 


, have the Home franchise repealed. So, the possibilities are im- 


perial on both sides. 


It is suggested with suspicious eagerness that the franchises 


obtained by briber}- should be revoked. That sounds good doesn't 
it? But to revoke the Home franchise on the ground that it was 
obtained by bribery is to re-establish the monopoly of an equally 
crooked company. The Pacific States people were just as handy 
with bribes as the Home outfit, and have been handing them out 
longer. 


There can be no punishing sin and rewarding virtue here. All 


hands are tarred with the same brush. Moreover the Home 
people can say they did not resort to bribery till they learned that 
the Pacific States concern was using money to prevent the fran- 
chise going through. 


Some people would give a mint of monev to get control of 


the Police and Works Departments and the election machinery.

The joke seems to be on the old telephone monopoly—that is, 


if I am correctly informed. The story goes that when the papers 
got to talking about franchises being bought the Pacific States 
people slyly had the doings of the Home crowd tipped off to 
Burns and Heney, in the hope that the Home franchise would 
get knocked in the head. 


Both sides in the telephone fight knew pretty well what the 


other side was doing, where and how Colonel Mazuma operated. 
Instead of sticking to the lead the Pacific States people gave him 
Burns dug up the whole business, and when he sprung his trap 
Halsey and Glass were the firsffish he caught in it. That was 
real mean of Burns.

Former Governor Gage's arrival in town has naturally pro- 


voked comment. As usual the newspapers arc so interested in 
making points against Euef and Schmitz that they missed the 
object of his visit altogether. They could think of no reason for 
Gage's visit othe--- than that he had been called here to defend 
either the Mayor or Ruef. 


Gage may get into the defense, but that is not what he came 


here for. He is here as the guardian angel of the Los Angeles 
bankers who have got their money and their reputations tangled 
up in the telephone scandal. He is trying to save them from the 
disgrace of a criminal prosecution and is looking out to see that 
the Home franchise is not revoke'd. That would be a body blow 
to them financially. 


The interview between Gage and the Mavor was a matter of 


course. The two have long been friends, and Schmitz was a warm 
supporter of the ex-Governor when he was a candidate for re- 
nomination. 


Gage is one of the ablest and most successful lawyers in the 


State, standing easily at the head of the Los Angeles bar since 
his old partner, the late Stephen M. White, ceased to practice at 
it. If Gage does take the case for the defense he will put up a bit- 
ter, stubborn fight. He can neither be bluffed nor bullied, and 
before a jury in a criminal case is without a superior on the Pa- 
cific Coast.

smirched in the graft crusade. Will Tevis, Billy Bourn. Pat Cal- 
houn, Thomwell Mullally and Louis Glass are all Southerners of 
the real blue blood strain. All of them are highly connected, 
educated men of pedigree. In some respects they remind one of 
Pooh-Bah in the Mikado, who could pocket an "insult if it was 
large en on eh. 


One of the odd things about the graft investigation is that 


nothing is said about Spring Valley. The railroad, gas and tele- 


phone companies are being combed down with a hay rake, and 
even the Bay Cities Water Company, of which Tevis is the head, 
has been given a course of mud treatment. But our old friend 
Spring Valley has escaped entirely. 
• 


Everybody used to take turns in belting the old water com- 


pany, which has been accused hundreds of times of bribing Su- 
pervisors. It has been held up for thirty years as the chief cor- 
rupting agency in the city. Yet when all the other public sei dee 
corporations are caught with their fingers in the graft, Spring 
Valley is sitting up in front among the pure and holy. 


Everybody is wondering why Spring Valley escaped the 


general holdup. Why did Euef and his merry men overlook the 
water company when they were exacting tribute from every- 
bocly else—dives, deadfalls, gamblers, thieves and prostitutes? 


Frank Heney is one of Spring Valley's attorneys, and it is 


suggested that fear of him deterred the grafters from holding up 
the corporation, which used to be the favorite prey of political 
pirates. Others hold to a different theory. 


Boxton's statement that the old Board of Supervisors was 


bribed by the gas company is something of a joke on Rudolph • 
Spreckels. He was vice-president of the company at that time. 


It will be remembered that McNab's reform board granted 


Glaus Spreckels a franchise for a competing lighting and power 
company and that shortly after the new plant was completed 
Spreckels sold it out to the old company, taking his pay largely 
in bonds. From that time on the Spreckels interest was repre- 
sented m the directorate, till the Martin syndicate gained con- 
trol. It was while the Spreckels family was heavily interested 
that Boxton says the company gave bribes. 


All the dive keepers are rejoicing because Tom Finn has 


taken Harry Creswell's place on the Police Board. Creswell's 
name was anathema in the Tenderloin while Finn is a favorifc 
with the push. He suits the divekeepers to a hair. 


Finn left a $200 a month job in the Sheriff's office to take 


the place of Police Commissioner at $100 a month. There's 
public spirit for you. Finn is a great friend of Ruef and paid a 
long visit to the boss the day before he was appointed to the 
Police Board. Elisor Biggy says Finn insulted him on that 
occasion, but Finn's friends say that is impossible. 


Commissioner Finn is one of the filmiest of the Finns. He 


is a hail fellow, well-met with all the bunko men in town, and 
used to be the go-between of the gamblers in their dealings with 
the police. He is very chummy with Chief Dinan. San Fran- 
cisco will not compete for the title of Spotless Town while Finn 
and Hagerty are on the Police Board.

Water front politicians are disturbed over the report that 


Governor Gillett proposes to dispense the Harbor Commission 
patronage in person. He has written several letters requesting 
that certain men be placed on the payroll. 


His request is, of course, equivalent to a command. At any 


rate, it will be treated as such by Stafford and Dennison. 


It is a new departure', however, for a Governor to personally 


hand out the water front pie. Heretofore the practice has been 
for the Commissioners to make a pretense of independence, and 
do the Governor's bidding in secret while taking the kicks on 
their-own account. But Gillett seems willing to have the name as 
well as the game. 


One of his first acts was to write a letter to the board asking 


that the bank account of the commission be returned to the 
Crocker National Bank. Henry Crocker had it moved to the 
San Francisco National Bank to spite his cousin, Win Crocker, 
against whom he holds a long-standing grudge. 


When the Governor's letter was read, Crocker made a kick, 


saying the San Francisco National was paying two per cent on 
daily balances, while the Crocker Bank paid nothing. 


So the matter was laid over temporarily. Then it was dis- 


covered that Crocker had flim-flammed his colleagues, as the San 
Francisco National had never paid a cent of interest. 


But the Crocker Bank has not got the account back yet. J. 


K. Wilson, president of the San Francisco National, is treasurer 
of the Republican State Committee and has a pull with the or- 
ganization. He may succeed in holding the account in spite of 
the Governor's letter.

It looks pretty bad for genial Billy Bourn. Heney is after 


him hammer and tongs and those on the inside tell me that his 
name is constantly bobbing up during the taking of testimony 
and the hearing of bribe confessions before the Grand Jury. 


By the consolidation of the gas interests Bourn made a great 


deal of money and the first thing he did was to arrange for the 
wholesale entertainment of his friends. He is one of the most 
popular members of the Pacific Union Club and has ever sur- 
rounded himself with companions worth while. So you may be 
sure that the camp he established on Cyprus Point when he made 
his fortune was a dream. He had a complete orchestra and all 
forms of amusement that his guests could wish for. The outing 
was one of the most unique and expensive ever held on the Coast. 


Bourn is a spectacular gambler of the John W. Gates type. 


He will take any sort of a chance if he thinks luck is with him. 
One night he shook dice for $50,000 at the Pacific Union Club, 
where for years they have made a specialty of playing for high 
stakes. 


I think Bourn's dice throw was the biggest thing of its kind 


ever pulled off in this town. The late Hall McAllister once played 
poker for a $50,000 fee. 


It would be too bad to send Billy to prison for bribing Su- 


pervisors, for he is a mighty decent chap. However, in the near 
future there may be more nice bellows in jail than out. They 
tell me the Pacific Union Clulj'is making arrangements to have 
the most desirable cells at San Qupntin fitted up for its members.

Beauty and Germany fought to a finish at the College Inn on 


Broadway a few nights ago. As usual beauty won. The battle 
though brief was extremely exciting. It was a case of pistols 
vs. champagne and the bubbles hurled by a dream of loveliness 
routed the cheese eaters in a jiffy.

Of course, Henoy, Langdon and 
Burns have full information of the hootmon's actions and they 
will give him the time of his life when he is called before the 
Grand Jury to tell all he knows about the boodling of Super- 
visors when he was in power.

The large dividend payments on Union 
and Southern Pacific, which excited 
so much comment at the time, were 
tne basis of extraordinary speculative 
operations conduc'ed simultaneously in 
London and New lork 
The parties 


conducting these operations were hlgh- 
Iv successful in their earliest stagei, 


i and laige quantities of these 
stocks 


bought at low prices >veie profitably 
distributed during th 
first part of the 


campaign in both the domestic and 


markets 
Subsequently, hovv- 


ev er, these operations w ere not entirely 
Fiiccessful, because large amounts of 
Stocks were still held bv. the leaders 
ind their friends for which only a very 
felmtted market could > > > found outside 
If their own buvln? and "selling to each 
fther 
The pub.ic as a whole had kept 


of the market with unusual persist- 


fency, the widespread distrust created 
Pbv the exposures of high finance and 
1 the stringency in money being unques- 
tionably the chief causes of this reti- 
cence 
The strain on the leaders was 


intense, and was seriously aggravated 
by high rates for monev
